reporter by Bruce Bliven, man- 
aging editor of The New Repub- 
lic, © 

Asked during the question per- 
iod following his talk on “Inter- 
national Relations,’’ what he 
thought of the Front Populaire 
in France and the use of similar 
tactics in the United States, Bli- 
ven ducked the issue 
in replying: 

“T will say that one of the most 
hopeful, if not the most hopeful 
signs in Europe today is the Un- 
ited Front in France. They are 
reffectively operating, and I think 
they wili come into control at the 
next elections by parliamentary 
methods. If they do, it will be the 
most terrific set-back to Fascism.” 

Cornered after the meeting, Bli- 
ven said: “I am in favor of a 
party (in America) including ev- 
erybody who wishes to come in— 
a universal front. Not that I dis- 
like the term United Front, but 
this party should be formed with 
labor and the farmers at its cen- 
ter, as they are 90 per cent of 
us.” 

Bliven did not identify this party 
as a Farmer-Labor Party. 

Asked if he*thought the U. S. 
would go Communist or Fascist, 
he replied with the question, “Must 
it go either way? The United 
States will not go 100 per cent 
either Communist or Fascist, be- 
cause people in this country never 
go 100 per cent in either way.” 

Asked what he thought about 
Father Coughlin and Huey Jong 
movements, he replied: “I am in 
favor of any Utopias, because they

are better than what we have to- 
day. It means plans, which is bet- 
ter’ than no plans, although I 


would not believe in any Utopias 
until I have seen them work.”

Two weeks after the first hear- 
ing on the case the smal! farmers 
of this county decided that time 
enough had elapsed to allow a de- 
cision on the constitutionality of 
the law to be handed down. On 
Nov. 4 they organized and pro- 
ceeded to ship sweet potatoes in 
open violation of the prorate reg- 
ulations. 

Hearing of the proposed ac- 
tion authorities appeared at the 
Atwater railway station where 
approximately 40 farmers had 
lined up with crates of sweet 
potatoes, and armed with war- 
rants previously sworn out, ar- 
rested six farmers.

WASHINGTON.—(FP)—Right 
in the nation’s capital, under the 
nose of politicians who are brag- 
ging about “recovery” and “happy 
days,” hundreds of children are 
being kept from school for lack 
of clothing. 

Not only has there been no re- 
covery in this regard, but the num- 
ber of insufficiently clad children 
has doubled since last year. The 
Board of Education reports Oc- 
tober figures showing that up to 
October 18, 244 children missed 
a total of 1073 days from this 
cause. In October, 1934, the num- 
ber of under-clad absentees was 
122, and they missed 464 days. 

With the ending of federal di- 
rect relicf, the board expects the 
problem to become even worse.

near and distant objects.
